In a preliminary notice Mr. Ede 
writes that at the present. time 

. Targe enterprises associated’ with 
' the development of the Colony are 
in hand in Hongkong and Kow- 
“Juon. Never before has there 
« been such oan opportunity for 
steady and lucrative, employment 
inthe local- building trade, Yet it 
has not ercated the satisfaction 
that it should create among the 
industrial avorkers, for from’ the 
ordinary unskilled labourer to the 

Jargest: contractor there is a dis- 
tinct, feeling of uneasiness, of 
insecurity in ‘the due performance 
of their work. During recent 
years there have been many 

? of ruthless exploitation 
idation of artisans .and 
«. Jabourers by professional agita- 
tors, who have schemed for their 
own gratification rather than for 
nelit of the workers or the 

‘ redress of legitimate grievances, 

Actuated by pernicious motives 

and with. threats. of violence 
inst the helpless vietims and 
relatives outside the Colony, 
“leaders” have 
and maintained them by 
uncompromising attitude 
against all terms of settlement, 

Unfortunately, it is the working 
classes that always have to bear 
the burden of these disturbances 

‘and labour, when they can, in the 
midst of a life of turmoil.
